Since the closure of Virgil 
Public School, one of the old¬ 
est schools in Canada, Virgil 
residents have been passion¬ 
ate about the future of the 
property. 

It's in a significant location 
in the heart of the urban area 
of Virgil, and one that holds 
nostalgic memories for many 

And although attempts to 
have the original 1872 one- 
room school given a heritage 
designation in the hope of 
preserving it have failed, there 
is still a desire to see its history 
recognized in some way. 

The Town will be holding its 
second workshop Monday, 
Sept. 10, to look at three devel¬ 
opment options for the prop-

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Thursday's the day for an hour's talk about jet boat lease of Melville Dock

A meeting has been set 
to give residents their say 
about the jet boat opera¬ 
tion's lease of the Melville 
Street dock. 

Town staff has been 
given the go-ahead to nego¬ 


tiate the terms of a 10-year 
lease, but council has said 
that the public must be 
involved in the discussion 
before anything is final¬ 
ized. 

The meeting has been 
scheduled for Thursday, 
Sept. 6 in the council cham¬ 
ber, from 5 to 6 p.m. 


When the town issued a 
request for expressions of 
interest for the town-owned 
dock last April, the 
Whirlpool Jet Boat compa¬ 
ny was the only one to 
respond. 

But before giving town 
staff approval to proceed 
with lease negotiations, 


council asked that the pub¬ 
lic process be put in place 
so that residents' comments 
and concerns wouldn't be 
heard after the terms of the 
lease were finalized, when 
it would be more diffi cult to 
make changes. 

Gracia Janes, on behalf 
of the Niagara-on-the-Lake 


Conservancy, has asked 
that residents be given an 
opportunity to speak about 
their concerns, to hear how 
those issues would be 
addressed in the lease, and 
how the town intends to put 
controls on the operation 
and ensure enforcement of 
the terms of the lease. 


Town clerk Holly Down 
said Tuesday she expected 
a draft of the lease to be on 
the town website by the end 
of the day for residents to 
view before Thursday's 
meeting, with a final draft 
to be prepared for discus¬ 
sion at the Sept. 17 council 
meeting.

The options are the result 
of a workshop held last 
April, attended by about 30 
people, including the 
owner of the property, 
Lloyd Redekop. 

Also to be discussed 
Monday are some urban 
design guidelines that have 
been developed to reflect 
what would be considered 
appropriate on the proper¬ 


ty, says Leah Wallace, the 
Town's heritage planner. 

The guidelines are an 
extra step taken in appre¬ 
ciation for the sensitivity 
toward the property. 

"The Town felt they 
should take a pro-active 
view in hearing what peo¬ 
ple wanted. People are 
passionate about this prop¬ 
erty. It deserves special 
treatment. It's a significant 
property that means a lot 


to a lot of people." 

All three options up for 
discussion include a mix of 
single family homes and 
townhouses, she says, with 
no commercial use except 
for the possibility of some 
home-office type business- 

The detached homes will 
front onto Four Mile Creek 
Road and Field Road, to 
reflect the existing residen¬ 
tial neighbourhood, with 


the townhouses tucked in 
behind. 

She wouldn't say how 
many units, fearing once 
residents read a number in 
the newspaper, they'll think 
a decision has already been 
made and that number has 
been cast in stone, she 

Two of the options sug¬ 
gest the one-room school 
house be retained on a 
large lot, with some adap¬ 


tive re-use, although none 
has been specified, and 
one option includes a small 
lot with a passive park and 
a marker of some kind to 
recognize the former 
school. 

The owner isn't obligated 
to accept any of the options, 
but an alternative plan 
should reflect the design 
guidelines, said Wallace. 

The property was sold by 
the school board to 


Redekop, who sold his Line 
2 property to the board for 
the new Crossroads Public 
School, which opened last 
September for Virgil stu- 

The meeting is an oppor¬ 
tunity for residents to have 
their say about the proper¬ 
ty before council considers 
rezoning. 

Monday's meeting will 
be held in the council 
chamber at 5 p.m.

tium, an opportunity to 
work with die Town and 
residents on details of 
some outstanding issues, 
Greg Hynde, a planner 
representing the owners, 
told the Advance. 

Town planner John 
Henricks says the public 
meeting won't be resched¬ 
uled before October. 

Hynde cited finalization 
of landscaping and 
streetscaping details after 
a meeting with St. Davids 
Ratepayers executive, and 
said he wouldn't be able to 
get that done in time for 
the public meeting. 

But the concerns of the 
ratepayers association 
executive, and of neigh¬ 
bouring residents repre¬ 
sented by the association, 


go further than the details 
Hynde mentioned. 

The development pro¬ 
posal, as it stands, is to 
build 41 townhouses at the 
end of Paxton Lane, which 
would be accessible only 
from David Secord Drive 
off Four Mile Creek Road. 

It's the final corner of a 
new neighbourhood called 
the Settlement of St. 
Davids. 

It was originally to be a 
mix of 28 units, with single 
family homes and town- 
houses on about five acres 
of land, but Hynde has told 
neighbours that significant 
archaeological finds on the 
property from thousands 
of years ago have changed 
its future.

An archaeological 
assessment revealed an 
aboriginal settlement, 
with extensive evidence 
of toolmaking, he said. 

The findings indicate 
a civilization that exist¬ 
ed between 2,500 and 
4,000 years ago—but 
further details won't 
likely be discussed until 
the dig and the resulting 
archaeological report 
are completed. 

The changes in 
development plans 
have come as a result of 
the artifacts that have 
been found, Hynde said. 
Removing them from 
the entire development 
site to proceed with 
construction would be 
expensive—at this 
point, it's looking like 
anywhere from $1 mil¬ 
lion to $2.5 million. 

The owners have 
decided instead they 
would like to see a pas¬ 
sive park on the most 
sensitive area, with the 
townhouses around it- 
that is what has changed 
the plan from a mix with 
single family homes to 
just townhouses. 

Also, an historic 
house on the property, 
thought to possibly have 
been the house of David 
Secord and a stop for 
his sister-in-law Laura 
Secord on her heroic 
32-kilometre trek 200 
years ago, could be 
turned into a museum 
for some of the artifacts 
in the area and to 
explain the significant 
history of St. Davids. 

Residents in the first 
phase of the Setdement 
of St. Davids are con¬ 
cerned about the 
increase in density 
causing a correspond¬ 
ing increase in traffic 
through their neigh¬ 
bourhood, along with 
vehicles taking people 
to the proposed muse¬ 
um, said Kenn Moody, 
one of the executive 
members who was at 
the meeting with Hynde 
last week. 

But the developers 
have had a traffic study

done, and they and the 
Town insist die roads 
can handle the increase, 
so instead, said Moody, 
residents will concen¬ 
trate on ensuring the 
final plan shows ade¬ 
quate parking. 

"We don't want to see 
our subdivision become 
the overflow parking lot 
for the townhouses." 

The concern is that 
with a single car garage, 
most often used for 
storage, and narrow 
driveways on narrow 
lots, there won't be 
room for the second 
family car or visitors, 


he said. 

They are also wor¬ 
ried that the quality of 
construction won't 
match the townhouses 
in their neighbourhood, 
Moody said. 

To date, they've 
received assurances 
about the size of the lots 
and the quality of work¬ 
manship, but they've 
received no details, 
such as an artist's draw¬ 
ing of what the owners 
might be contemplat¬ 
ing. 

Moody said Hynde 
asked the ratepayers 
executive "hypotheti¬ 
cally" if they would be 
satisfied with the origi¬ 
nal plan, if the develop¬ 
ers chose to return to 
it—the answer to that 
was yes. 

But short of that hap¬ 
pening, neighbours 
hope the Town will at 
least take ownership of 
the passive park. 

Without that, he said, 
they have no assurance 
that the developers 

decide it's economically 
feasible, possibly with 
the help of a govern¬ 
ment grant, to remove 
the artifacts and build 
more houses, increas¬ 
ing the density beyond 
even what was original¬ 
ly considered.

SupperMarket 
end clarified

We’ve been truly blown

I wanted to take this 
opportunity to address some 
unfortunate misinformation 
that has been spreading, and 
to inform you why we decid¬ 
ed to uphold the original 
end date of the 
SupperMarket, which was 
always Aug.29. 

To put die creation and 
evolution of the 
SupperMarket into context, 
I’ll first take a moment to 
provide some background 
history. My wife Liz and I,

We 
expected this would expand 
to include local artists, pre¬ 
pared food vendors, and 
more. We have always seen a 
Farmers’ Market as an inte¬ 
gral part of our Village 
Centre, which would also 


and galleries. 

To kickstart this vision, 
we provided the land, the 
tent and the parking area, 
and worked with others to 
assemble a group of spon¬ 
sors to help make the Market 
successful. 

Each year half of the 
Market’s operating costs are 
covered by our amazing 
sponsors. This season Liz 
and I along with our spon¬ 
sors have donated just under 
$15,000, not to mention the 
in kind gifts we have 
received. Without this sup¬ 
port, our markets would not 
have been possible. 


This year we hired Lauren 
O'Malley Norris as market 
manager. Lauren has been a 
faithful supporter of the 
Market since its inception, 
and her passion and skills 
made her a great fit for man¬ 
ager. She has worked closely 
with us and our son, Adam, 
to take the market to the 
next level this season. 

Part of Lauren’s mandate 
and vision was to expand the 
scope of the Market. 
Wednesday evenings were 
initially envisioned as an 
extension of Saturday morn¬ 
ings, albeit with more pre¬ 
pared food options. 

However, as Lauren worked 
tirelessly to ensure the 
Wednesday evening experi¬ 
ence was unique and fun, an 
increasing number of pre¬ 
pared food vendors caught 
the vision. The 
SupperMarket was bom. 

And while it became a 
great place to meet your 
local farmers and pick up 
your mid week produce, it 
took on an identity and fla¬ 
vour distinct from Saturday

mornings. 

The plan was always to 
hold a SupperMarket each 
Wednesday for July and 
August. Although we had 
high hopes for this new 
extension of the Market, we 
did not anticipate the over¬ 
whelming success it 
became. With this amazing 
success came unanticipated 
challenges, and as more 
people attended we had 
greater need for, among 
other things, access to 
power for vendors, parking, 
seating, garbage handling 
and washroom facilities. 

There have been 
rumours circulating that the 
SupperMarket has been 
cancelled due to complaints 
by The Garrison House (a 
wonderful new restaurant in 
The Village Centre), and 
another local restaurant, 
and also that the Town has 
not been supportive. These 
rumours are unequivocally 
not true. The Garrison 
House has been supportive, 
is thrilled to be next to this 
thriving community event, 
and in fact provide a power 
source to many of the ven- 

The Town has also been 


extremely supportive of the 
Farmers’ Market and the 
SupperMarket and want to 
ensure the SupperMarket is 
successful and safe for 
everyone. 

In response to the suc¬ 
cess of Wednesday evenings, 
we did consider extending 
into September. 

However, because the 
event was bursting at the 
seams, and because it no 
longer met the technical def¬ 
inition of a Farmers’ Market, 
having taken on a life of its 
own, there were a number of 
logistical concerns that 
could only be adequately 
addressed in the off season. 

Therefore, to ensure the 
long term success of this 
event, as well as all other 
Market events, and to pre¬ 
pare for next season’s 
SupperMarket, we decided 
to end the SupperMarket as 
originally planned. This 
decision is in no way a 
response to attacks or nega¬ 
tivity. 

We hope this clarifies our 
position. We are extremely 
excited to have sponsored 
this wonderful new commu¬ 
nity event which we have all 
enjoyed over the last two 


months. We hope that you 
will join us again in 2013.

Grant Williamson grew 
up in a heritage farmhouse 
in Oakville, and earned his 
living as a builder in 
Muskoka—mostly making 
new houses look old, he 

He and his wife, Carol 
Radford, moved to Niagara- 
on-the-Lake about 18 
months ago, hoping to find a 
small-town community with 
a similar ambience to the 
Oakville Williamson remem¬ 
bers from his youth.

Jazz among vineyards in 
St. Davids on a Sunday 
afternoon will raise money 
to help sustain Willowbank 
Estate and its School of 
Restoration Arts. 

The annual Jazz Festival,

Celebrating its 10th anni¬

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Afrukhteh art collection 
finally displayed to public

When John Wiens bought 
what had been known local¬ 
ly for decades as the 
Afrukhteh Gallery, one very 
large room was cluttered 
with paintings, some hang¬ 
ing on the walls, most 
stacked neatly in piles. 

He didn't pay them a lot 
of attention—he was inter¬ 
ested in turning the build¬ 
ing into a hotel, not a gal¬ 
lery—but he did sense the 
pride Dr. Djama Afrukhteh 
had in his vast and varied 
collection, and his disap¬ 
pointment that he could 
never show it off to the pub¬ 
lic in the way he had 
hoped. 

The once-grand white 
mansion at the corner of 
John Street and the Niagara 
River Parkway, now the 
beautiful Riverbend Inn, 
was in a state of disrepair by 
then, and hadn't been 
inhabited for years, other 
than by a few actors renting 
rooms and as storage for 
Newark Neighbours, the 
local food bank. 

Those who knew Dr. 
Afrukhteh understood that 
he had for a very short time 
opened his gallery to the 
public, only to be told by 
the Town that he didn't have 
the proper zoning, which 
he never obtained. He did 
for a time proudly show off 
his collection to anyone 
who asked. 

However, about two 
years ago, the doctor, who 
no children, began to make 
arrangements for a fraction 
of his paintings—those 
stored in his Chautauqua 
garage, after downsizing 
first from the John Street 
estate and then from a large 
Niagara Parkway home—to 
go to the Mount Carmel 
Spiritual Centre in Niagara 
Falls. 

Before he died last April 
at the age of 89, he knew 
that a small number, about 
30 of those that were in rel¬ 
atively good condition, 
would finally be on display 
to the public, says Belinda 
Anderson, overseer of the 
Mount Carmel Fine Art and 
Music Festival, which runs 


from Sept. 7 to 9. 

Anderson met Dr. 
Afrukhteh about 35 years 
ago, and reconnected with 
him about five years ago, 
she said. 

He asked if she could 
help him find a home for 
part of his collection—she 
believes it numbered more 
than 2,000 works of art, but 
Mt. Carmel only has the 
400 or so which languished 
in his garage, some of which 
could be worth a substan¬ 
tial sum if they are ever 
restored, she said. 

Dr. Afrukhteh was 
thrilled when he saw the 
monastery—it has a lot of 
walls, he noted. 

"This is the perfect home 
for my children," he told 
Anderson. 

He lived long enough to 
know about the unveiling of 
some of his collection next 

"I asked him to hang on 
just long enough to see it. 
He said, 'if it's God's grace 
that I be there, I will.' It's so 
sad that he didn't make it," 
said Anderson. 

The official unveiling 
will be previewed Sept. 7 at 
7 p.m., with tickets $15. 

The festival is free and 
open to the public Sept. 8 
and 9, 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. at 
the Mount Carmel Spiritual 
Centre, 7021 Stanley Ave. in 
Niagara Falls.

The Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Tennis Club could 
have two new courts and a 
new surface on the four 
existing courts for the start 
of the 2014 season. 

Parks and recreation 
director Clive Buist hopes 
to take advantage of a fed¬ 
eral government infra¬ 
structure grant that could 
pay up to half the cost of 
the improvements to the 
Memorial Park tennis 
courts, with the town and 
the tennis club funding 
the remainder of an esti¬ 
mated $280,000 project. 

The courts are current¬ 
ly surfaced with an artifi¬ 
cial turf that was installed 
in 2001, and that hasn't 
lasted as well as expect¬ 
ed. 


It was anticipated to be 
a low-maintenance sur¬ 
face when installed, but 
instead, has to be brushed 
often to redistribute the 
sand on the turf, and the 
more play the courts 
receive, the more brush¬ 
ing is required. 

The membership of the 
club has increased signifi¬ 
cantly in recent years, 
adding more wear and 
tear to the existing carpet 
than anticipated. 

The cost of the carpet 
has increased substantial¬ 
ly since it was first 
installed—Buist says he 
has been quoted $156,000 
for just the four courts. 

The estimated $280,000 
includes resurfacing the 
courts with an asphalt or 
concrete base with an 
acrylic finish, adding the 
tow new courts, and 
replacing the fencing and 
lighting. 

If the grant is not suc¬ 
cessful, the Town has bud¬ 
geted $90,000 just for a 
new surface in 2015, but if 
approved, the town will 
pay $95,000 toward the 
$280,000 project. 

In a letter to the parks 
and recreation depart¬ 
ment, tennis club presi¬ 
dent Ian Waddell says that 


this summer, with the hot 
and dry conditions, a lot 
of loose sand rises to the 
top of the carpet, creating 
unsafe playing conditions 
and by causing players to 
slip, slide and fall. 

Ideally the courts 
should be resurfaced for 
next season, but it is 
understood that this will 
not be feasible, he said in 
his letter to the town. 

With most of the mem¬ 
bers over 55 in age—some 
in their 80s—a "gentle" 
surface is required, and 
acrylic on a durable base 
meets that requirement 
and eliminates the prob¬ 
lem of the sand, he said. 

The club membership 
continues to increase, and 
courts are often fully 
booked, except during the 
mid-day when the sun is 
most intense, leading to 
the request for the two 
additional courts "to 


ensure tuture demand
